Subcontracting the pile driv- 
ing is Raymond Concrete Pile 
Company of Tampa. Much of 
the^work. is being done under 
the supervisión of city depart- 
ment heads as well as company 
officials. Each piling is designed 
to hold up to 25 tons of metal 
and concrete, 

Wiring of the new giant will 
be done by Crichfield Electric. 

The new plant itself is com- 
posed basically of three parts: 
l. A 750,000 gallon clear well, 
Or ground reservoir, 81 by 90 
feét square, 2. A 60 by 26 feet 
flocculation basin with eight 
mixers, 3. A 105 by 82 feet 
settling basin, 

The water from the lake will 
enter the flocculation basin to 
be treated. Coloring of the wa- 
ter measures 330,parts per mil- 
lion and will be treated to 20-25 
ppm. After the chemicals are 
mixed for three hours with the 
water, it will enter a settling 
basin for a 21-hour wait to al-

BG Experiment Station 
Tests On Popcorn Made 


A new report on studies with 
varieties of popcorn in the 
Glades area has just been re- 
leased by the two men respon- 


[sible for the project, Victor E. 


Green, Jr. associate agrono- 
mist, and Emmett D. Harris, Jr., 
assistant entomologist, at the 
Everglades Experiment Station. 

Covering the period 1952- 
1957, the studies were made 
with the cooperation of Central 
Popcorn Company, Schaller, 
La. More than 20 varieties 
were tested. 

The tests concluded that pop- 
corn could be grown profitably 
in this region. In test plots as 
much as 4,600 pounds per acre 
of popcorn grains were produt- 
ed.

The Last Of The Steamboat Men 


river, pushing a passel of barges along a nice dredged-out chan- 
nel with a finger-piling at every bend and a buoy on every 
sandbar. You saw a guy in a white cap up there in the pilot 
house, and you thought you were looking at a steamboat captain, 
Well, son, you ain't seen nothing but a floating truck driver, for 
the last steamboat captain has done tied up in his home port and 
pulled ‘his fires for the last time. And you won't see ne'er an- 
other one, boy, because there ain't going to be no more, 

Steamboats are finished, son, killed by the railroads and 
highways and diesel engines, yes, and by the high cost of hired 
help and cordwood. They were run off from the St. Johns and 
the Oklawaha, from the Suwanee and Indian River, then from 
the Caloosahatchee and Kissimmee, and they made their last 
stand right here on Lake Okeechobee. 

Now, if you were a mind to picture the captain of one of

Captain Johnson steamboated where there were neither 
buoys nor beacons nor dredged-out channels, no search] 
pick up his marks, nor ship-to-shore telephone to let h 
know he'd be an hour late getting home, But he could r 
face of the water like a parson reading scripture.

hyacinth-clogged creek that he had never seen before in his G) 
borned life, in water knee deep to a pond bird, and with erypress 
branches framing her stern at every bend and Spanish moss 
fluttering from the funnel stays, knowing full well that when 


he had delivered his load, he could never turn around and would 
have to back her out for half a dozen miles or so, 

Or when the summer rains had swelled the Kissimmee to 
a mile wide lake, he knew which one of the many channels would 
get him home the quickest without ramming a stob slam through 
her bottom. In the narrow, twisty Caloosahatchee he knew the 
trick of getting her nose around the freshet-swelled bends when 
the current tried to throw her crossways as she poked her nose 
around the corner. And he could read the clouds and the sky 
at sunset. 

I recollect when Otis Hardin, a civil'engineer, had built 
himself a big digging machine in Okeechobee, loaded it cross- 
ways on two barges, and got Captain Johnson in his "Osceola" 
and me in the gasoline-powered "Leviathan" to move the rig to 
St. Lucie Canal. Those two side-by-side barges didn't lack much 
of taking up the whole width of narrow Taylor's Creek, but with 
one boat ahead and one behind, we pushed and pulled and 
scissor-billed them down to the highway bridge, meanwhile 
piling up enough hyacinths under our flat bottoms to leave a 
sclid trail of verdure in our wake from the creek spang into St. 
Lucie Locks. 

It seems like nobody had thought to measure the width of 
the bridge opening, and we had to cut loose and wrap those 
barges through by hand with only an inch of daylight on either 
side. With “Leviathan” lashed alongside the “Osceola,” I joined 
the skipper in his pilot house as he laid a course for the locks. 

Needing only a good listener, Captain Johnson related how, 
in 1883, Hamilton Disston had got him from New Orleans to take 
charge of his Kissimmee shops and build the boats and dredges 
for his drainage operatiogs. The skipper later bought the 35- 
foot steamer "Mamie Lowñe” and started freighting for the new 
settlers on the Kissimmee. That was pretty profitable, so he had 
brought the steamer "Cincinnati" from Chicago, and then had 
built the “Roseada” and the “Lillie,” named for his daughters 
and skippered by their husband: 

Then, in 1909, he built the "Osceola," biggest of his fleet. 
Not only had he built her, but he said he even designed and built 
her engines, and folks tell me that every day he could be seen 
riding from Kissimmee to the boat yard on.his bicycle, an old 
high wheeler, Like the Gilbert brothers, he ran regular schedules 
between Kissimmee and Ft. Basinger, a distance of 80 miles by 
road but twice-that distance in the crooked river. 

When the railroad: arrived in Okeechobee City in 1915, he 
left the river and operated on Lake Okeechobee and its canals 
In spite of competition from other steamboats and many gasoline 
powered propeller boats, if there was anything to be moved that 
was either heavy or difficult, old Clay was sure to get the job. 
Moving sugar mills was, to him, almost a habit. With his “Mamie 
Lowne" he had brought in all the bricks and machinery for Diss 
ton's mill at St. Cloud, the first sugar mill on muck in Florida. 

Then, in 1923, he fetched the first mill in the Everglades to 
Canal Point for Florida Sugar and Food Products Corporation. 
That same year Captain Johnson hauled the machinery for 
Pennsylvania Sugar Company’s new mill 16 miles up the canal 
from Miami, to Pennsuco, and when this mill was abandoned, 
he moved it again to Southern Sugar Company's location in 
Clewiston. Between times he kept his boats busy hauling build- 
irg materíal, bridge girders, rock and sand for locks and for the 
construction of Conner's Highway. For variety, when the Ever- 
glades canals became clogged with hyacinths until a gator 
cculdn't navigate, the state would get the "Osceola's" paddle- 
wheel to fan the cussed things out. While telling about the by- 
gone days, Captain Johnson produced a yellowed book from be- 
side his bunk and showed me pictures of himself posing with 
Seminoles in their tunics, waistcoats and turbans, and proudly 
pointed out passages descmibing his past exploj 

Although by nature a most clever and aghteable person, 
Captain Johnson, like most skippers of his time, could, when he 
was riled, display a most remarkable temper, and his profanity 
would shame the skinner o fa government mule. But let's don't 
be too harsh in judging, folks. Did you ever have a barge break 
loose in a sudden gale on a dead lee shore, and with noboby 
to try to make it fast again but a backwoods deckhand who didn't 
know a towing bitt from a bilge pump? 

There are times that try men's souls and towboating is full 
of them. On some such occasion the good skipper might heave 
his cap onto the deck and loudly cry that God A'mighty had given 
the winds to a little boy to play with, shake his fist toward the 
flashing heavens and toss a handfujl of coins into the elements 
to "pay off the wind!" The lake people all knew good and wcll 
that such blasphemy was sure to be punished by a lightning bolt, 
but I reckon the Good Lord just considered his many virtues and 

f overlooked the matter.

Steamboating was finished, his best boat sunk, his eyesight 
was failing, and so, baving nothing further to keep him here, in 
October of 1931, he quietly slipped his moornings for his farewell 
Janay on the Hiver ot No Return. And that, son, was the last
